The dummy 
man lakes down on a slip ibe number of 
the waiter, the time tbe order was given, 
and the items of it. All this is shorthand, 
but not the shorthand written by ibe 
giddy young thing who chews gum and 
can't read ber notes The dummy man. 
says The Chicago Tribune, is inventor 
and patentee of a shorthand of bis own 
which basils advantages even if it does 
make an order look like a Chinese latin 
dry ticlrtt. For instance, two short hori 
zoutal lines stand for a airloin steak. If 
there ia a little circle just above the lines 
ii means tbat the man who gave the order 
is not going to call on bia fiancee and 
will take onions on hia steak If a circ le 
stands at the end of tbe lines it means be 
wants mushrooms. 

When tbe waiter has given tbe order 
to the dummy man his work is tempoia 
rily over. It is the dummy man who 
lly starts tbe raachioery. Bight be 
hind him stretch tbe great ranges, man 
ned by twenty cooks. Turning to tbem 
tbe dummy man quietly calls off the 
order in its different portions. 

? Is a cook for each department or 
of the commissary, so the vegeta 
hie part of the order is turned over to the 
vegetable cook, the fish to the fish cook, 
the steaks go to the broiler, while game, 
fowls and roast beef are dealt with by tbe 
carver. When the orders have been 
separately prepared they are turned over 
to tbe chef, who inspects tbem carefully. 
If they pass muster the order goes on to 
the dummy man. who checks it up by Lis 
record, garniahes it, puts it on tbe ateam 
table to keep hot and pr e s ee s a button 
This causes a drop bearing the waiter s 
number to fall in the dining room and Is 
the waiter's notice that his order is 
ready. 

People generally suppose the chef to.be 
a busy cook, working at the range with 
his crew of men. 8uch is not the case. 
In the modern restaurant the chef's en 
tire duties are those of an overseer and 
disciplinarian.
